Twenty-six inches of 
rain fell up to the night of the 23d, ami the 
wind is said to have reached a velocity of 
nearly 100 miles per hoar, fiver 200 houses 
in Brownsville were blown down, and a 
large num ber damaged, rendering home­ 
less some 300 families.

And m any injured. The entire rear part 
of the city, embracing over 30 blocks, was 
flooded to a depth of from three to eight 
leef, and people living there were rescued 
only with th e greatest difficulty.

Railroads were washed out and traffic has 
not yet been restored.

Ireland*» C risis. 


D u b l in , September 28th.—Mr. Tim othy 
H arrington announced at th e fortnightly 
m eeting of the Irish National League to­ 
day. that since the last m eeting $15,000 in 
donations had been received by hint, as 
Treasurer. 
He added that an enormous in­ 
crease in evictions throughout Ireland m ust 
now be expected, and said the League 
would devote all of the donations received 
to the work of relieving the persons evicted. 
Jo h n Dillon said that peace in Ireland now 
depended on the action of Ihe landlords. 
Two thousand families are now under no­ 
tice of eviction. 
W iuter is coming, and 
already it is im perative that the Irish peo­ 
ple should combine and help one an­ 
other to resist, without the law, any 
attempted tyranny by tbe landlords. Final 
victory is certain if this resistance be m ain­ 
tained. 
Dillon said, in concluding, that 
the tenants would accept the Ashbourne 
Act as sop, but would resist coercion. 
Joseph E. Kenny, M. P. for Cork, said llie 
tenants would fight with their backs to the 
wall 8gainst the threatened evictions. 
Mr. 
H arrington appealed to the branches of the 
League to subscribe liberally to the fund 
for the evicted tenants. 
Mr. Dillon de­ 
clared that the Commission inquiry was a 
fraud and imposture, and that nobody 
would believe in its honesty and im par­ 
tiality if the eviction of tenants continued. 
The tenants m ust touch the landlords upou 
their most tender point, their pockets. 
L an d lo rd s Getting; Squeezed. 


L o n d o n , September 2!lth.— Labouehcre 
says: “ in Ireland most of the landlords 
have mortgaged their eslates and live on 
the margin of rent which is in excess of 
the interest on mortgages. This margin, 
however, lias now disappeared, owing to 
tbe fall in prices. 
There are three profits 
to he earned in Ireland out of laud—that 
of a mortgage, that of the landlord, and 
that of the tenants. 
I suspect the land 
cannot support m ore than one-third, but 
most unquestionably cannot support tbe 
three. 
A dm itting that the mortgagee is to 
get his interest, and the tenant is to live 
and thrive, the landlord m ust necessarily 
be squeezed, aud tu fact lias been squeezed 
out already. 
W hy N ot AsU th o N'aiiveo? 
London, .September 2Sth.—The Catholic 
Bishop of Chun Kiting attributes the out­ 
break in that city to ¡he indiscreet conduct! 
of the Methodists, and the ifftter declare 
that in Cliung K hing the massacre of native 
Christians and the destruction of their 
church property was due entirely to popu­ 
lar indignation aroused by the Catholic 
Bishop, who, the M ethodists say, persist­ 
ently used yellow tiles in the construction 
of his new cathedral, in spite of repeated 
warnings that it was dangerous to do s», 
because it outraged the native faith by m ak­ 
ing common use of a clay venerated as 
sacred and reserved exclusively for the use 
o f the Emperor.

A VERY IMPORTANT AND INTER­ 
ESTING QUESTION. 
(>ur evening contemporary, the Star, in 
a long and labored review of an article in 
the R lco k d -U n io n of Saturday last on 
the Cutting case, takes exception to our 
statement that Mr. Bayard has egregiouslv 
blundered in declaring that he should in- 
d-t on the abrogation by Mexico of that 
clause of it- Penal Code providing for the 
punishment of offenders against its laws for 
crimes operative in Mexico, in certain cases 
when taken on Mexican soil, though the 
9 Tender i* alien to Mexico, and though the 
offense is committed on other soil, provided 
the same offense is recognizable in the 
country of its commission. 
M e alleged that liefore Mr. Bayard can 
insist upon any such a demand, he must 
first explain to Mexico how it is that cer­ 
tain States in the United States can keej 
similar laws upon their statute liookg. 
That is to say,we canuotdemand of Mexico 
iliat to which we do nil ourselves conform. 
M e cited the fact that such laws exist in 
seven European nations, and are recog­ 
nized as not opposed to international prin­ 
ciples of law. That such laws have vi­ 
tality in New York end Texas, and, more­ 
over, that the Federal Government has 
itself recognized and approved such laws. 
In proof, we cited Articles 454 and 80S, 
Penal Code of Texas, and like provisions 
in the Penal Code of New York. 
To all this the Star replies, in what 
amounts to a lawyer's brief, that Wharton 
holds that jurisdiction belongs exclusively 
to the place of the commission of the of­ 
fense; that Story enunciates the same doc­ 
trine. as do other eminent commentators 
and Judges of Courts. Liberal quotation 
is made from Kent’s Commentaries rela­ 
tive to the surrender of fugitives from jus­ 
tice, aud to show that the law is that 
a guilty one “can he punished only by the 
jurisdiction whose laws have licen vio­ 
lated.’" Also, that,at common law crime8 
are local and punishable only in the coun­ 
try where committed. Finally, the ease of 
Holmes vs. Jennison, as cited by us, is de­ 
clared to lie inapplicable, because it was 
a case of an attempted surrender by the 
< iovernor of Vermont to Canada of one 
charged with murder committed in Can­ 
ada—but the surrender was denied by the 
Courts'. 
This is a fair synopsis of the position 
taken in answer to our charge, and we 
submit that it is no answer. The essential 
points we made are evaded and miscon­ 
strued. We repeat that the administra­ 
tion lias made an eggregious blunder in 
the Cutting case, and that the nation has 
been humiliated bv the ignorance of Mr. 
Bayard, to sav nothing of the drunkcness 
of special envoy Mr. Sedgwick. TheCut- 
ting case was not one involving questions 
that ari-c under demand for extradition. 
Like its more eminent partisan chief, 
the Star blunders in this respect also. We 
repeat, that so long as the State of Texas 
and the State of New York are permit­ 
ted to punish offenders in certain cases 
where the conspiracy to offend was entered 
into without those States, but operative in 
them, and to punish offenders for commit­ 
ting certain offenses out of the State 
which do not in their commission require 
a personal presence in the State, we can­ 
not with good grace object to precisely the 
same being done by Mexico. M'e rejieat, 
if A. B. starts a factory for the manufact­ 
ure of liogtts coin after that of the United 
States, just over the Mexican line, and cir­ 
culates or procures it to l*e circulated and 
littered in the United ¡states, and we catch 
the aforesaid A. I>. on this side of the line 
be be Mexican or American, he will be 
punished on our soil, and that if his alten- 
ship is to save him, then there may 
as well be an end to all law to pun­ 
ish for such crime at all. Will our cotempo­ 
rary have the temerity to deny the propo­ 
sition. Yet it is on all fours with the 
case of Cutting. The blundering of our 
contemjxirarv is in misconceiving what 
amounts to a “ commission” of certain acts 
Thus, in tlii- special case, the tnere setting 
of the libel by Cutting, in ripe, in Texas 
was no crime cognizable by the laws of 
Mexico. But when he circulated it, it be­ 
came a crime, and when it o|>erated in 
Mexico it it came “ commission ” in Mex­ 
ico. It was the case of a crime conceived 


- in one territory, partly committed there, 
I and consummated in the other; for circu­ 
lation'! publishing, in the law), is the very 
essence of the crime. It having thus be­ 
come an offense against Mexican law, juris­ 
diction of the person of the alien Cutting 
was obtained when he came voluntarily 
upon Mexican soil. 
M'e repeat that in the Holmes-Jennison 
case the Supreme Court of the United 
States did say that the States may, if they 
think proper, in order to deter offenders 
from other countries from coming among 
them, make crime committed elsewhere 
punishable in their Courts if the guilty 
party shall be found within their juris­ 
diction. That in all these cases the State 
icts with a view to its own safety, and is 
in uo degree connected with the foreign 
Government in which the crime was com­ 
mitted. 
We repeat that Wharton does held that 
a State can punish aliens for offenses 
planned against it abroad, if arrested on its 
soil after the commission of the act. 
Let 
the legal light who struggled with Whar­ 
ton for our contemporary’s benefit over­ 
haul his books, “and when found, make a 
note o’ it.” 
It will not do to assume that the minis­ 
terial force of the Mexican Government s 
composed of asses. They have as full 
access to the law as has Mr. Bayard. The 
only difference between the two Cabinets 
is, that one knew the law before it acted, 
while the American Cabinet went off' half­ 
cocked, and there is nothing under the 
sun left to it now hut to eat dirt, for the 
law is against it. 
I lere comes now the message of Presi­ 
dent Diaz to his Legislature, in which he 
avers that Mr. Bayard endangered inter­ 
national peace by making unfortunate, 
unlawful and arbitrary demands for the 
release of Cutting. “ That peace was pre­ 
served,” he adds, “ was due to the strictly 
legal conduct of the Mexican Courts, and 
the good sense of the Government of the 
United States, which, when better in­ 
formed, did not insist upon its demand.” 
What biting irony is this; how it must 
stir up the fine soul of Mr. Bayard, and 
make him curse the day he rushed to 
diplomatic arms without first examining 
the law. 
Here is tiie President of a seventh-rate 
power coolly telling the Secretary of State 
of the United States of America “you are 
an ignoramus.” That is the plain English 
of his [>olite sarcasm. There is nothing 
for it hut to gulp it down. The American 
jieople have, thanks to Mr. Bayard, been 
forced to take gruel from a Mexican spoon 
without bib or tucker, and there is no use 
any longer in blustering and declaring 
that the Mexican statute must be abro­ 
gated. The least 6uid about the case now 
will be soonest mended. 


DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION. 


T h e Mayor of Charleston telegraphs: 
“ What a great thing it is to be a part of 
this magnificent union of States.” Well, 
yes, so it is. And it is almost as great a 
thing to realize that the people of the 
South are awakening, as they are, to this 
truth. There never was so broadly gener­ 
ous a country ; there never was such a for­ 
giving country; there never was a people 
more liberal or prompt in response to the 
call of need; there never was a land 
where man was so free and privileged to 
rise. It is a great thing to be a part of it, 
indeed. And yet we have those in our 
midst who are constantly snarling at the 
system of the republic: who express the 
belief that everything is going to the 
dogs, and that all men have their price; 
that we need a stronger. Government—a 
monarchy, or something: that the Govern­ 
ment is too strong; that power is central­ 
izing in the Federal arm ; that the Federal 
arm is weak; that the need is to burn and 
destroy property; that property and wealth 
are unduly favored; that this is the 
refuge for all the outlaws of civilization; 
that there is no protection to capital; that 
the bars ought to be put up, and all men 
on the outside be forever after kept out; 
and so on and on through an endless chap­ 
ter of fault-finding and remedy—hut it re­ 
mains that this is the best Government, 
the freest land, man's richest heritage, the 
hope of freedom, the lamp of liberty, the 
most favored and favoring of all the na­ 
tions of men. 


T h e harvest is over, the fair season is 
about passed, the winter approaches. Now 
let the people of northern and central 
California turn their attention to the dis­ 
semination of information regarding these 
sections. 
The natural advantages are 
enough ; they need only to be known. M'e 
have hidden our light under a bushel long 
enough. We have room for a million of 
people or more, and we must once more put 
our shoulder to the wheel to secure them.

Dr. Durant was called to the chair, and 
introduced to the Convention by Mr. Sulli­ 
van. He briefly addressed the Convention, 
saying that it would illy express his sense 
of'appreciation to say the Convention hon­ 
ored hint. He had not sought the position, 
and he felt all the more honored in conse­ 
quence. As he looked over the Convention 
he recognized the delegates all as Demo­ 
crats. There to him was no Little Six nor 
Big Ten, but representatives of the grand 
old Democratic party, who had assembled 
to work harmoniously, and who would put 
up a good ticket from top to bottom. Place 
a good man at the head of your ticket, and 
you will certainly win at the coming elec­ 
tion. Be harmonious, be good, square and 
honorable Democrats, true to the principles 
of Democracy, and you will surely win. 
[Applause.]

At 2:20 p. M. the Convention took a re­ 
cess for thirty minutes. 
After recess the Chair announced the fol­ 
lowing committees: 
Credentials—General John T. Carey, Isa- 
dore Townsend, II. II. Singleton, George 
White, John Miller. 
Resolutions and Platform—E. I). Shir- 
iand, Mark Foster, J. C. Kelly, E. Greer, J. 
M. Stevenson. 
Organization and Order of Business— 
Add. C. Hinkson, F. A. McManus, J. N. 
Payne, A. Hinkle, John E. Givens. 
After the appointment of the committees, 
the Convention adjourned for one hour. 
At 4:30 p. m. the Convention reconvened. 
John T. Carey made a report for the 
Committee on Credentials, seating the con­ 
testants—the “ Big Ten ”—in the Second 
Supervisor District. The report was unan­ 
imously adopted. 
J. C. Kelly, of the Committee on Plat­ 
form and Resolutions, read the following 
repor!, which was unanimously adopted : 
Resolved. That we heartily and cordially in­ 
dorse the Administration of President Grover 
Cleveland for the honesty, frugality and success 
with whicli he has conducted the affairs of this 
Government, carrying out the principles of the 
Democratic party in administering public trusts 
and keepine faith with the people, a respect for 
constitutional laws; the protection of the rights 
of onr fellow-citizens at home and abroad. 
Resolred. That the Democratic platform 
adopted by the Democratic State Convention 
held in San Francisco September 2,1886, ex­ 
presses the true principles and sentiment of 
every Democrat in the laud, aud we heartily 
and cordially indorse the same. 
Rcsnlrcd, That wc are in favor of liberal wages 
and free labor. We regard the contract convict 
labor system as detrimental to the interests of 
free labor. 
Resolred, We commend the present Si ate ad­ 
ministration for its inte efforts to abolish this 
system, and pledge our candidates, if elected, 
to do nil within their power to carry out the 
spirit of the Constitution upon this question. 
Hut in no way shall this be construed to pro­ 
hibit the manufacture of grain bags and jute 
goods within the wail9 of theStftte Prison. 
Resolved. We are unalterably opposed to Chi­ 
nese immigration, and demand the abrogation 
of the Hurlingame Swift treaty, through whose 
loop-holes slave labor creeps upon our shores. 
We pledge the best effort of the Democratic 
party of this State to the enforcement of laws 
which shall permanently prohibit any further 
such immigration. We regard Chinese labor as 
an unmixed evil curse, therefore we favor legis­ 
lation providing for the deportation of the Chi­ 
nese from this country, and their exclusion for­ 
ever from our land. 
Resolved, No free people who are unable tode- 
fend can long maintain theirfreedom. Wc deem 
a good National Guard necessary to the safety 
of our country and instituttions. We therefore 
favor a liberal treatment of the citizen soldiers, 
and advocate measures to increase the efficiency 
of these organizations. 
Resolved. That our public schools will always 
have the fostering care oí the Democratic partv 
of California. We remand for them the utmost 
efficiency and a liberal expenditure, witli no 
limit, so 1 ing as honesty, economy and business 
methods cover all their works. The education 
of the children is the best guarantee of repub­ 
lican liberty. 
The Committee oil Organization and Or­ 
der of Business made the following report: 
Ail delegates to be assessed 50 cents. The 
temporary to he declared the permanent 
officers. The nominations to be made in 
the following order: Chairman Central 
Committee; three Central Committeemen 
from each Supervisor District, County As 
sessor, Sheriff. State Senator, three Assem­ 
blymen, District Attorney, County Clerk, 
Auditor, Treasurer.

LOCAL JNfELUGENCE. 
Ii. M. Richmond** D eath. 
It will be recollected that several months 
ago B. M. Richmond, of this city, pur­ 
chased a valuable ranch in Lassen county, 
a few miles from Adln, and went there to 
reside. Not long afterwards he died under 
circumstances that left the impression that 
death was the result of poison by strych­ 
nine. Mrs. Nellie Kohne, a former resi­ 
dent of Sacramento, who was acting as his 
housekeeper, was arrested on suspicion of 
having administered the poison, and at her 
preliminary examination the circumstan­ 
tial evidence against her was quite strong. 
It was decided by the authorities to send 
the contents of the stomach of the deceased 
to a chemist. On the 22d inst. District At­ 
torney Dodge, of Lassen county, received a 
certificate from W. 1>. Johnston, of San 
Francisco, the analytical chemist selected 
to make the examination, which read as 
follows : “ The stomach and intestines of 
B. M, Richmond have been examined with 
extreme care, but no poison has been dis­ 
covered. For fear of a possible error in 
some stage of the process, I re-analvzed 
the entire matter, and with the sgme nega­ 
tive results. I have examined for bromine, 
and, somewhat to my astonishment, fail to 
find any tit ihe remains. Still, if there was 
violent purging before death, it might have 
all been eliminated.” On receiving this 
certificate the District Attorney had the 
case called in Court, and, on his motion, 
Mrs. Kohne was discharged from custody.

About 32:30 p. m. yesterday, J. II. Sulli­ 
van was coming out of Flaherty’s Sample 
Rooms, on J street, between Sixth and 
Seventh, when he caught sight of Henry 
A. CauLteid approaching. There has been 
ill-feeling between the' parties for some 
time growing out of a dispute relative to 
the ownership of certain property in the 
“ Caulfield tract," and Sullivan is reported 
to have immediately drawn a small pistol 
and fired at Henry, but without effect. 
Caulfield comprehended the situation at a 
glance, and reached for his knife, at the 
same time advancing toward Sullivan, who 
attempted to fire another shot, but the pis­ 
tol failed to explode. Not caring to have 
Caulfield come to close quarters, and con­ 
sidering his weapon worthless, he dodged 
away from the advancing enemy, and ran 
down J street to Sixth, and through Sixth 
to K. Caulfield pursued as rapidly as his 
lameness would allow, ejaculating, “ You 
murtherin’ villain!” and other epithets 
which he deemed appropriate to the occa­ 
sion. He subsequently declined to swear 
out a warrant for Sullivan's arrest, saying 
that he could take care of himself. 


THE CITY DEBT. 
R eport of a Com m ittee of the Hoard of 
T rade Upon M atters Relating Thereto. 
At a meeting of the Sacramento Board 
of Trade last evening, the committee here­ 
tofore appointed to take into consideration 
the city debt and report upon its present 
condition, the means which have been and 
are now employed tor its final extinction, 
the probabilities of effecting a compromise 
with the bondholders, the matter of re­ 
funding, etc., submitted the following re­ 
port, which was unanimously adopted : 
The original debt of the city was $1.600, 
000, covered by the issue of bonds in 1856, 
in four separate classes of $400,000 each, 
payable in 1888, 1893, 1898 and 1903 re­ 
spectively. bearing interest at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum, payable annually. 
For the extinguishment of this debt the 
law directs that 55 cents on each $100 of 
the assessable value of property, together 
with 55 per cent, of the revenue derived 
from fines, fees, harbor dues and water 
works, be set aside for this purpose. 
Since 1872 there has been about $700,000 
placed in the sinking and interest fund 
under the above provisions, and has wholly 
been applied toward the interest due on the 
bonds. 
_ 
This sum, however, being insufficient to 
meet the maturing interest coupons, we 
have run ten years behind in payment of 
same.

Taking Up "Scalped Tickets."

Debt Commission, aggregating 8953,780.

We have carefully considered the ques­ 
tion of refunding the present city debt, and 
the most favorable scheme that has pre­ 
sented itself to our ininds is that of com­ 
promising the entire debt at 70 cents on the 
dollar, and issuing therefor bonds payable 
as provided by law—i. e. 20 per cent, paya­ 
ble within five years, 20 per cent, within 
four years thereafter, and the balance 
withiii the eleven years following—twenty 
years being the longest time allowable by 
law within which to pay; bonds to bear 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per an­ 
num, payable annually. 
The compromise on this basis would re­ 
quire an annual average payment as fol­ 
lows :

Next four.....................................................- 90,562 
Following eleven...........................................74,153 
This could be provided for without any 
increase in taxes. This calculation is based 
on the hypothesis that the entire city debt 
be refunded. From the best information 
that we can obtain bearing on this question 
we are of the opinion that a compromise 
on this basis cannot be effected. 
Upon the question of refunding the city 
debt at 100 cents on the dollar with 3 per 
cent, interest bearing bonds, we are of the 
opinion that the city should not entertain 
the idea, as we would be obliged to raise a 
sum largely in excess of what we are, at 
the present time, in order to provide for the 
payment of the annual interest and install­ 
ment on the principal, as follows:

FUNDED DEBT COMMISSION. 
We have carefully examined into the 
workings of the Funded Debt Commission, 
which was established by a legislative en­ 
actment in 1872. 
The law establishing this Commission di­ 
rected that the Board of Trustees should 
levy each year a tax not less than 10 cents 
nor more than 35 cents on each $100, and 
pay the same over to the Commission with 
which to purchase bonds and coupons un­ 
der prescribed regulations. 
Under this provision the several Boards 
of Trustees have levied and paid over to 
the Funded Debt Commission as follows :

There is attached to these bonds minia­ 
tured coupons amounting to $319,678. 
Upon the $478,200 in bonds held, the 
Commission now receive an annual inter­ 
est of $28 692, to which add the amount 
received from past due coupons, purchased 
separately from the bonds, make the aggre­ 
gate receipts for this year about 855,000, 
with which the operations of the Commis­ 
sion may bo carried on. 
The work of the Commission has been 
very much retarded bv the refusal on the 
part of the Board of Trustees to levy each 
year the special tax as provided for, and by 
the litigation with the bondholders, which 
locked up the funds of the Commission for 
about four years, and during a period when 
the low price of coupons would have en­ 
abled the Commission to use their means 
to great advantage. 
All our investigations have led us to re­ 
gard the Funded Debt Commission with 
great favor, and we think if the work can 
be carried on without restrictions and hin­ 
drances, our present debt can be wholly 
paid off within twelve or fifteen years, and 
without the least increase in taxation. 
In the fall of 1879 suits were brought by 
the speculators against the city to compel 
the Trustees to place in the sinking and 
interest fund the amount provided for 
under the law authorizing the issuing of 
bonds, and since that time we have been in 
continual litigation upon this and other 
matters relative to the city debt—the latest 
of which is an appeal to the Supreme 
Court by the Board of Trustees from the 
mandamus issued by Judge McFarland, 
compelling them to comply with the law 
by levying ten cents on each $100 of the 
nssessabl'- value of property for the use of 
the Funded Debt Commission. 
The appeal was taken upon the ground 
that the Funded Debt Commission is an 
unconstitutional body, and in the hope 
that the Supreme Court would so decide, 
and thus destroy the Commission. 
Your committee cannot reconcile them­ 
selves to this action, as we believe the dis­ 
solution of the Funded Debt Commission 
at this time would be a great calamity to 
the city. 
If the Funded Debt Commission should 
be dissolved, the entire amount ($85,000) 
now placed in the sinking and interest 
fund would go to the speculators instead of 
the small portion they now draw, thereby 
increasing the value of rur bonds, and fix­ 
ing upon ns a debt-bearing interest at 6 per 
cent, pier annum, without any relief or rem­ 
edy but to pay in full, both principal aud 
interest. 
We have endeavored to ascertain the 
present market value of our bonds, but find 
it a very difficult matter io determine. The 
fact that, as the decisions of our Courts now 
stand, the bonds do not bear interest after 
maturity and that the interest is ten years 
behind,"and that they have been ever since 
1862 considered as having a purely specu­ 
lative vaiue, having been bought at prices 
ranging from ten to thirty-five cent», makes 
it a very difficult matter to settle, and it is 
fruitful of all sorts of opinions. 
When the Commission was first estab­ 
lished in 1872 the bonds were bought in at 
34} cents, and from that time to 1878 they 
run down to 30 cents, and some were 
bought in 1379 at 2S cents. 
Since 1879 the work of the Commission 
has been confined entirely to the purchase 
of coupons—the bonds having appreciated 
in value beyond 35 cents, the limit pre­ 
scribed by the law at which the Commis­ 
sion might purchase. 
Your committee believe this limit should 
be removed by amending the Act, and the 
Commissioners be allowed to enter the 
market and buy up óur bonds at the lowest 
figure possible. 
_ 
We have had so much public discussion, 
that many are led to iegard our city debt 
as appalling and a wonderiul incubus: this 
is not borne out by facts, as will readily be 
preeeived when we reflect that only about 
$69.000 is raised by direct taxalion. or $85,­ 
000 from all sources, annually, for the pay­ 
ment of the debt. 
We respectfully bespeak for the Funded 
Debt Commission, on behalf of the Board 
of Trade, a hearty and generous co-oper­ 
ation, believing that through this channel 
we can find speedy and complete relief 
from our present financial difficulty. 
To this end your committee beg leave to 
offer the following recommendations : 
First—That a committee be appointed to 
wait upon the honorable Board ot Trustees 


and request , the dismissal of the appeal 
now pending before the Supreme Court 
heretofore referred to. 
Second—That at the coming session of 
the Legislature,'ways and means betaken 
to remove the limit now imposed upon the 
Funded Debt Commission íd the purchase 
of bonds. 
Third—That the Act be so amended that 
the Board of Trustees will be compelled to 
levy each year a special tax of not less than 
one cent nor more than thirty-five cents on 
the $100, instead of ten cents ;and thirty- 
five cents, as it now stands. 
Fourth—That as a vital point in our 
commercial matters, and in the growth and 
welfare of our city, this Board commits 
itself to a hearty and watchful interest in 
the management of our city debt. Re­ 
spectfully submitted.

The Colville Lecture. 
Mr. Colville was given by his audience 
last night the subject: “ What proof have 
we of a_ hereafter, and what is the Kingdom 
of Heaven.” He spoke for an hour and a 
hall. The syllabus of the lecture may be 
thus given : There is a hereafter and" life 
eternal because: (1) Of man’s intuitive 
consciousness that it is so. (2) Because of 
man’s intense desiie, and there is no desire 
in human nature beyond possibility in 
nature. (3) Because the belief in immor­ 
tality is universal. (4) Heaven is in us. It 
is a state not a place.

WHEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THS 
State of California, at its Twenty-Bixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMBNT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed. c.-q>able of private ownership: prended, 
tluUgrowine crops, pmjerty used exclusively 
for public schools, and sueh ns may belong to 
the United States, this ¡State, or any county or 
municipal corpora:i»'ii within this state, snail 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: and, 
provided further, that railmads shall lie taxed as 
provided in Section Tea o! this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owuetfund registered or enrolled in 
this state, or may tax sue.n ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of au ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislaiaie may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a '’eduction from credits of 
debts due to lama fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any ltmn is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. Tfce Legislature sboli, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this stsne to make and deliver 
to the Comity Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting for.ii- specifically all prop­ 
erty. rca) aud personal, esc. pt railroad property, 
as defined in .-«ilion Ten.si! this article, owned 
ov -uch taxpayer, or In hb possession or under 
his control, iv tw ive o’clock meridian on the 
lost Monday in March. 
Sec. 30. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town- 
snip, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every coriwration 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the Statu Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this Slate, or such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall l>e in lieu of 
all other State aud county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right ol way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fauces, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucii railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deed.- of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion bv which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. "Ail other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
Ereceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
efore the firet davof May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the U'gislatiire mav at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules "and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this sute, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
Firrt- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this state. 
Second—The gross earnings which, daring the 
same year, have been e arned partly within this 
State and partly witnont this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earning» 
between this Staie and other Sia’ea or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to*Mie 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pr<v 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment an<yaxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this state, 
all railroads operated as one sys-em shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions or this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be mud to 
the county or counties in which said railroad lí 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several coun cs. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated os a county. Any corpo­ 
ration association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall bo- 
come due. or w ithin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the 1 egislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section de.siguated, andmay 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the"same are situated within the l^oundaries of 
auy common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purpows voted by 
the electors of the district, at a spec;*l electioa 
held for that purpose, *-be same as other prop* 
ertv situated within the district, anythiug in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, nj far cs thoy are situated 
within the boundaries of any íscorporaU X city 
or town, shall bu subject to an ad valorem tax 
for raunicipnl purposes the sane as other prop­ 
erty situated theaeln, anythii*g in this article to 
the contrary nciwlths;an<ün¿. 
Sec. 11. lacorae taxes stay be assessed and 
collected from persons, evaporations, Joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business hi this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by 'hw. No Court 
within this State shall have pcwe-. by mjnnc 
tion orotberwii*e, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax lai«* nnder the 
form of law, except upon a showL that the 
same property has been tp.xed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and tt*a 
onl* upon payment to tho Tax Collector, orsntc 
Court, oi a sum equal to the amount o£ ww oj 
the tax??

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P en o lo g ical C om m ission. 
A m eeting of the California State Peno­ 
logical Commission was held at the Palace 
Hotel. San Francisco. Monday evening. 
Mr. Hendricks occupied the chair, and Mr. 
Devlin acted as Secretary. 
Among those 
present were Charles Montgomery, Super­ 
intendent oí the Home for Discharged Con­ 
victs, and J. M. Hutchings, of Yoscniite. 
President Hendricks presented his writ­ 
ten report, comprising 400 pages, in refer­ 
ence to penal institutions, num ber of con­ 
victs, cost of keeping them , and other 
facts. 
H e also made a supplemental re­ 
port of his recent trip East, on which he 
visited the leading prisons and reformatory 
institutions in the country. Only twenty- 
five pages of tiiis 195-page report was read. 
The leading question w as: “ Should the 
State do anything to help worthy discharged 
convicts into self-sustaining free life? If 
so. what and how ?” 
Upon request, Mr. Montgomery addressed 
the m eeting on " Aid to Discharged Prison­ 
ers.” 
H e regarded the reports submitted 
as able and valuable. The great difficulty 
to overcome is the prejudice against ex­ 
convicts. 
No convict can be reformed un­ 
less he is given employment. The public 
m ust be educated to the fact that convicts 
can be reformed. The speaker said he an­ 
nually cared for 200 ex-convicts, and 95 per 
cent, reform. H e claimed that prisoners 
discharged from the penitentiaries are not 
physically able to work, “ being starved 
out.” They m ust first be built up. He 
believed that aids of this sort should be 
left in private hands, with assistance from 
the State. If made State institutions tliey 
would be m ixed np in politics. W e must 
steer clear of that. These places should be 
in the hands of good Christian men. Such 
men can reform the most hardened crim i­ 
nals. 
Kindness will do anything with 
them. Certificates of good character lrotn 
prison officials was commended, and the 
parole system approved of. 
The speaker 
believed th at m any m en in San Quentin 
prison had thoroughly reformed, and said 
that if lie was Governor he wouid pardon 
at least 200, with benefit to the prisoners 
and the State. 
Mr. Hendricks explained that under the 
authority vested in the Governor the Prison 
Commissioners were m aking two experi­ 
m ents on the parole system, with satis­ 
factory results thus far. 
H oratio Seymour’s Fourth of July ad­ 
dress to the convicts at Sing Sing, N. Y., 
was then read, and the Commission ad­ 
journed, to meet at the call of the Chair.
